T FIRST GLANCE, we should all 

be celebrating the suspension. 
of Bobby Heenan by the AWA. 
Heenan has continually been a 
manager who has gone too far. He 
seems to derive some sort of vicious 
joy by interfering in matches. He 
likes to see scientific wrestlers 
suffer. His suspension has been 
welcomed and applauded by many

But on closer examination, we 
have discovered that something 
may be terribly wrong in the way

Bobby Heenan was suspended by 
AWA president Stanley Blackburn. 
Why was this drastic action taken at 
this particular time? Bobby Heenan 
has done things more outrageous 
than trying to smash Greg Gagne 
with a chair. But it was for this action 
he was suspended. We want to 
know why. 

Ever since he became a manager, 
Bobby Heenan has been doing 
things that would qualify him for a 
suspension. For that matter, many 
managers have done things even 
more outrageous than Bobby 
Heenan. Men like Lou Albano, Gary 
Hart, and Fred Blassie have never 
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to take it as well as dish it out (below). 


been known for their reserve. But 
they have not been suspended. 
Heenan has. 

No one is saying Heenan—and 
others of his ilk—did not deserve to 
be suspended. But a question arises 
as to the criterion used. What was it 
about this particular incident that 
caused Blackburn to suspend 
Bobby? Upon careful examination 
(though these things are hard to 
qualify), Heenan’s actions against 
Gagne were not unusual for the 
man. He behaved no more 
reprehensibly on this night than he

this happen? 

We feel Stanley Blackburn was 
justified in his decision to suspend 
Bobby Heenan for smashing Greg 
Gagne with a chair. Taken alone, itis 
a vicious, cruel thing to do. 
However, this is not the first time 
this has happened. This sudden 
suspension makes no sense when 
taken in its proper context, This is 
where we question his judgement, 
While he is empowered to suspend 
a wrestler or a manager (and always 
has been), this isthe first known case 
of Mr. Blackburn actually doing so. 
And it sets a dangerous precedent, 

If Heenan can be suspended 
because of Stanley Blackburn’s 
whims on a given night, then any 
other wrestler or manager can be 
suspended in the same way. This is 
not right, What is needed is a clear- 
cut definition of what constitutes 
grounds for suspension. And this is 
not only true for the AWA, but for 
the WWWF and the NWA as well.

Without establishing these basic 
criteria, the fate of wrestling isin the 
hands of capricious whims of men 
like Stanley Blackburn. This is not 
right. And while we agree with Mr. 
Blackburn's actions against Bobby 
Heenan, we do not agree with the 
way it was done. A suspension is a 
very important thing. It should be 
considered quite carefully. A man 
should be given a chance to defend 
himself. Furthermore, the power to 
suspend should not rest in the hands 
of just one man. We suggest that a 
committee be formed to review 
cases of possible suspension. After 
all, we are dealing with a man’s 
livelihood. It is not a matter to be 
taken lightly, 

We do not condone the actions of 
Bobby Heenan, Lou Albano, Gary 
Hart, Fred Blassie, or others of their 
kind. However, we do feel that if 
these men are to be suspended for 
any reason, that action should be 
taken only after careful consider- 
ation, and for a clear violation of the 
rules. n

If | had my way, | would 
eliminate these silly matches from wrestling 
altogether. They serve no purpose, except to 
destroy the image of the sport. 

Let us all hope that an end comes to this 
silliness soon. It will be to the benefit of the 
sport and all concerned. Strap Matches, Cage 
Matches, and others of their kind must go! C 


DUNTERPOINT-POINT- 


Sammartino hates Chain Matches and others of š 
thelr kind: He knows he can't win them. These 
matches require a special kind of skill, which 
Sammartino obviously does not possess. A 
mediocre grappler like Sammartino cannot 
understand the subtleties and beauties of these 
matches. It takes a great deal of intelligence to 
do well in them. Sammartino clearly lacks that 
Intelligence. 

Instead of ridding the sportof these matches, 
promoters should be encouraged to arrange 
more of them. To my way of thinking, they are 
the greatest contests of all. They not only 
require a man to be able to use all of his 
strength, they also require he be able to use all 
of his wits. A man really has to be on top of the 
profession to wrestle well in a Texas Bull Rope 
Match. Ask anyone who has been in one.

He even took to 
calling himself by that name. 

This would have been all right 
if it had not affected other 
People. After all, a man is 
allowed to pursue his fantasies 
to a degree. Without a dream— 
albeit a strange dream in this 
particular case—a man has 
nothing to hope for. But most

Marlow and his troupe had been 
going from state to state, talking with and 
filming Americans as they went about their 
work and play. After shooting thousands of 
feet of film, Marlowe and his troupe were 
now concentrating on editing the footage 
into a three hour documentary film. When 
Diane had encountered William, the troupe 
had just finished a six-hour rough cut, from 
which the final film would be made.

He is intently 
concentrating on the scene he is 
about to perform before the camera 
After five minutes of this intro- 
spection, he is ready. 

The hot klieg lights are turned on. 
brightly illuminating the set. The 
star takes his place in the center of 
the set. The cameras begin to whirr. 
The director calls "Action!" Three 
minutes later the scene is 
completed. The star walks off the 
set. Two hours later, thousands of 
fans are cheering him in a nearby 
wrestling arena. 

Such is the typical routine for the 
famous masked wrestler/actor Mil 
Mascaras. Known throughout the 
world for his great grappling 
abilities, Mil is also well known 
throughout his native country as 
one of the leading stars of Mexican 
cinema 

Mil's popularity over the past few 
years has grown considerably. His 
fame as a mat star has taken him all 
over, thrilling wrestling fans in all 
parts of the globe. But a cinematic 
career is equally important to Mil 
His thrilling, swashbuckling, James 
Bond-like character has fascinated 
audiences throughout Mexico. 

The masked grappler has pursued 
his double life since he was a 
university student in Mexico City. At 
that time he divided his studies 
between philosophy, wrestling, and 
acting, 

As time went on, Mil became 
proficient in both wrestling and 
drama. He starred in several of the 
university theatricals. He was also 
the star wrestler for the wrestling

team. When he left school, he 
wanted to pursue both his interests. 
He joined the Mexican actors union. 
first, but at that time, movie parts 
were hard to come by.

His 
fame as a grappler spread 
throughout his native land. He came 
to the attention of a movie producer, 
and soon his second career was 
successfully launched. 

Mil Mascaras would be the 
happiest man alive if he could 
pursue both professional careers 


simultaneously. However,such is 
not the case. When Mil was 
studying drama at the university, he 
became involved with the technique. 
of method acting. This requires total 
and complete concentration for a 
role, often to the exculsion of any 
other activity. 

Most film critics credit Mil's use 
of the method technique as the key 
10 his success as an actor. Mil is 
quick to agree with them. However, 
Mil is also quick to point out his use. 
of the method takes away time he.

needs to train as a wrestler.

Yet Mil realizes his career is 
rapidly approaching this crucial 
point. Recently he was contracted to 
wrestle in Japan, where he is the 
most popular non-Oriental 
wrestler. But at the same time, he 
was involved in preliminary 
research intoa role he was to playin 
a forthcoming movie. He was torn 
between his two careers. 
Fortunately. he was able to

continue his research while in 

thereby resolving the 
conflict. But he knows he will notbe. 
able to resolve every conflict in his 
twin careers so easily. 

When Mil researches a role, he 
delves deeply into his subject. Once 
he was cast to play a member of 
Mexico's secret police. In order to 
gain total realism for the role, he 
became a member of the force for a 
brief period. Critics have since 
pointed to this role as his finest 
acting job. But they did not realize 
the hard work Mascaras had to put 
into the part in order togain realism. 

While Mil was masquerading as a 
secret agent, he had to give up all 
his wrestling engagements. For 
many weeks his friends and fans 
heard nothing from him. It was not 
until after the movie had been 
released Mil was able to explain his. 
long absence. 

But just as the cinema cuts into 
Mil's wrestling time, the opposite is 
equally true. There have been many 
occasions when Mil has had to rush 
from the movie studio to the 
wrestling arena; though he did not 
have adequate time to prepare for a 
match. Sometimes he is so worn out. 
from a previous night's match he is 
not able to perform for the cameras 
the next day. A match breaks up his. 
intense continued concentration on 
an important role. 

In the end it is clear Mil's worst 
enemy is time: "I want to be a great 
wrestler and | want to be a great

Mascaras. On one hand, he wants 
to pursue both his acting and 
wrestling careers. On the other 
hand, he realizes he soon may be 
forced to give up one of his two 
careers for the other. .. And he does 
not know which one he will choose. 

Naturally, 1 favor my wrestling 
career,” Mil says, “but | still want to 
be in the movies. | consider being 
one of the world's top grapplers to 
be an honor | sometimes feel 
unworthy of. There.have been so 
many glorious moments in 
wrestling, | couldn't begin to 
remember them all. 

Yet, | love to act. | have loved to 
act since | was a university student 
in Mexico City.

“Official status?". he snorts.

You can tell that by the fact that 
they publicly refused to name 
me the one champion over all.

Now Heenan is 
a man | respect very much, a 
genius in his own way.

The 
man never was any good, at 
least not in my class. Of course, 
that's not really an insult. No 
other wrestler is in my class, I'm 
champ of the world. 

Let's look at the facts. 
Bockwinkle hasn't had the 
nerve to stray from the AWA. As 
for Race, he's terrified of most 
everybody. There's at least 100 
guys aching to get a title shot. 
Race won't consider it. 

"Now, compare those two 
flunkies to the most glorious 
grappler in the sport's history— 
myself. I've not only turned 
back every decent opponent in 
the WWWF, I've also gone to the 
NWA area to defend my belt. 
And not against some 
preliminary meatball, either. | 
took on Jack Brisco. That's 
right, a respected wrestler and 
former champion. when | prove 
a point, there's nothing halfway 
about it. When I go, it's splendid 
all the way. 

“Took Brisco to the cleaners. 
When | finished with that guy, 
there was nothing left of him. 
That should prove for all I'm the 
one and only champ.” 

Many people who saw that 
battle might disagree with 
Graham. According to most 
spectators, it was a close battle 
which saw Graham barely 
squeek by with a draw. Nothing 
in the match would lead anyone 
to believe Graham is the 
overwhelming conqueror. 
However, facts never interfere 
with Billy’s ego.

“I have made the WWWF belt 
the real championship belt. All 
over the world it will be 
respected as the symbol of 
supremacy. As long as it circles 
my waist, the world will bow 
before it like a god. | am the 
champion.

Graham can go on for hours 
about what a fantastic champion 
he is. I's his only topic of 
Conversation. As long as the 
subject is himself, Graham is a 
happy man: And he doesn't plan 
On saying anything that will 
make him unhappy. 

As might be expected, the 
reaction among wrestlers to 
Graham's pronouncements 
range from amusement to 
outrage. Bockwinkle and Race 
have vowed to meet him in 
combat, although only Harley 
seems to be able to actually 
arrange the match at present. 
Bockwinkle may take on the 
winner of Race vs. Funk. 

Superstar Billy Graham may 
actually be responsible for 
wrestling ending up with only 
one champion. Of course, he 
may not be the man who will 
earn that honor. But all 
wrestling can thank him for 
being the one who brought the 
situation to a head. Even if he 
doesn't become champ, 
Graham will have worked his 
way into the history books. O
